Conviction ok Smugglers. — The cases of 
the [iangloy, Petrel, and Kingfisher, were 
heard ut New Westminster, on Friday, be- 
fore Judge Brew, and resulted in a convic- 
tion in each case. The masters of the two 
former were lined S T >0(), and the latter $250, 
with the forfeiture of the vessels and their 
cergoes. The British Columbian, speaking 
of the trial, says : " Taylor, ol the Petrel, 
did not appear at the Court, and was be- 1 
lieved lo be in Victoria, fur the purpose o 
evading the penalty. It came out in the 
course of the examination, that these men 
havobeen carrying on a very extensive liquor 
trade with the Indians along the coasi of this 
Colony, as several hundred gallons were 
proved to have been trailed off in the course 
of n single voyage. An Indian witness, 
named Richard Wilson, while giving nis evi- 
dence, becoming somewhat excited upon the 
subject, broke off into a long and eloquent 
barrangue, in his own language, about the 
whisky from these schooners k'lling his 
friends. Now the thing is over, wo may 
state that great praise is due to the Collector 
of Customs for the zeal and ability with 
which he conducted these cases ; and we 
trust His Excellency the Governor will not 
fancy it to be his duty to step in and miti- 
gate tho above sentences. This trade must 
bo put a slop to ; and that can only be clone 
by inflicting the severest punishment the 
law will allow." 

Ashore ox TntAi, Island.— By the sloop 
Louise, Capt. Thorue, which arrived from 
Cowichttn on Saturday morning, information 
was received of the stranding of Ihe sloop 
Hainley, Capt, Ross, on Trial Island, on 
Friday night. It would appear that the 
Ilamley was bound from Nnnaimo with a 
cargo of coal consigned to Mr. C. 1!. Young, 
of this city. Capt. Ross was lying ill in his 
berth, and Iho crew (two in number), while 
endeavoring to make ihe passage between 
Trial and Vancouver Island, drove her on a 
rock, ami knocked a large hole in her bottom.

Up the centre 
of the Chapel is a rich carpet, worked at the 
borders with the Prince's plume and motto, 
with his own and Ms fair bride's monogram 
embossed between, Near tho altar is a raised 
dais, approached by three broad steps, and 
giving an ample platform lor the accommo- 
dation J the bridal parly and tlu-ir royal rel- 
atives on either side. It is quite covered 
with garter blue velvet cloth, on which is 
worked the old heraldic Tudor rose, encircled 
by the Order of tlie Garter, On both 
sides, away from Ihe space tlie bride and 
bridegroom will occupy, Ihe crimson and 
gold seats, with fringes and tassels of bullion 
for the members of the English arid Danish 
Royal families. The old oukeii Communion* 
rails have been removed, and llieir place is 
supplied with a low gill railing to lorm a lar- 
ger enclosure, sufficient to accommodate the 
ninny prelates who officiate at the day's great 
ceremony. On Ihe left of the altar, the curved 
oak sei e'en work has been removed, und is 
carefully piled awuy in the quaint old Chant- 
ry Chapel ol the munificent builder of the 
whole structure, Sir Reginald llray. In place 
of Ihe screen are seats capable of accommo- 
dating some 80 guests of lite diplomatic corps 
and their suites, only a few of whom can see 
well at all, so care ully divided and subdi- 
vided is every inch of space that commands 
any glance into the interior. Opposite this, 
on the right, a similar screen bus been re- 
moved, and a high, wide seiics of draped 
benches substituted, reaching far back into 
the north aisle — so that, like the row which 
faces it, nol many ol the occupants ol tho 
back seats can see much. This is reserved 
exclusively for the few invited guests and 
friends of the young bride und bridegroom— 
nil except one place (the Itrtl nud best, and 
nearest to the altar) which is for Mr. Frith, 
who paints Iho great picture of the marriage

At last the Marchioness of Ailesbury 
enters, und feats herself in a stall of a rCniglll 
of the Garter, next lo that over which her 
husband's banner floats. As if they had 
been waiting for this example to be sot, and 
fur noma one to break tho stately solitude of 
tho shrine, many ladies follow tho Marchio- 
ness quickly — Lady Edward Seymour and 
Lady lie lies, and the Countess A. und M. 
Danneschjold, and Viscountess Tor ring ton, 
Mr. Frith seats himself next to the Countess 
of Caithness, anil the Countess of Derby, like 
the Marchioness of Ailesbury, dressed in 
blue, seats herself near where the banner of 
her noble husband, as Knight of the Garter 
droops over his vacant stall. A few minutes 
more the distinguished visitors begin locomo 
in fast, and Ihe gorgeous ushers have enough 
lodo. There is now a Ionic pause, arid the 
spaces in the aisles, where high platforms 
have been erected looking over the backs ol 
the carved oak canopies between the Knights' 
stalls, begin to fill up fast. Only semi-occa- 
sioiial glimpses can be had from here of wdiat 
is passing in the Clioi.-, yet every space \s 
til'e.l, and the heads of the most curious are 
seen with a rather grotesque effect passing 
out from the pinnacles of oak. Almost 
the first male visitor to put ill an appearance 
is Sir Ceorgo Grey, wdio comes accompanied 
by Lady Grey. They take their places on 
the left, and are quickly followed by others. 
Xo bridal favors are worn on such un occa- 
sion of slate dress, bin. as a kind of amende 
tor tlii* necessary omission, where lhe collars 
of the orders of knighthood are displayed, 
they are in every ease looped at the shoul- 
ders wilh bows of while eat ill ribbon, which 
answers the purpose equally well. The Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress are among the state 
arrivals. Mr. and Mrs. Disraeli are also 
among the last comers. The Speaker of the 
House of Commons also comes attired in 
state, with Lady Charlotte Deuison, and then 
nearly all the places are tilled. 

THE I' UK. MICH. 

It is a quarter lo twelve, nud there is n 
short flush of expectation — one of those pe- 
riods of unaccountable silence whioh always 
fall at intervals even upon the most crowded 
and animated assemblies. Tho Usher of the 
Clack Rud, .Sir Augustus Clifford, enters, and 
then there is nnotlier pause, that is quickly 
broken by a lend hum of admiration in Iho 
Nave, which the moru stalely and select 
gathering in the Choir only notice by in- 
creased rigidity of uprightness till tho cause 
of the murmur is made known by the appear- 
ance at ihe entrance of the Knights of tho 
Garter, all robed and jewelled in their almost 
regal costume, and beaded by the Premier 
himself. They make a noble and a gallant 
show as they sweep up the Choir like a pro- 
cession of monarctis, with their long velvet 
mantles of Imperial blue, looped at the 
shoulders with white riband, trailing after 
them. Lord Palmerston proceeds at once to 
his slali on the left, where he is joined by 
Lady Palmerston ; and Ihe others, after wail- 
ing for a single second in a stalely group, pass 
also to their seals. 

PRELATES AND CORPS DIPI.OMATIQCE, 
Alter all the knights are seated, the Lord 
Chancellor, in his stale robes, and carrying 
ihe great seal, pnssss slow and stately up the 
choir — alone, but a perfect pageant in him- 
self—to liis seal at the head of all. It is now J 
u quarter to twelve, and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury enters, followed by the Bishop of 
London, attending as Dean of tlie Chapels 
Royal, ihe Bishop of Oxford, as Chancellor 
of the Order of ihe Garter; the Bishop of 
Winchester, ua its Prelate; the Bishop of 
CI. enter, as Clerk of Iho Closet ; and the Dean 
of Windsor, as Registrar ol the Order of the 
Garter, and the Canons and Minor Canons ol 
rhe Chapel. The suffragan Bishops stand 
iside as the du is is reached, and make way 
lor the Primate, w ho passes at once to the 
north of the altar, anil the Dean, robed in 
scarlet, with the Canons, take their places to 
tlie south. Fur a mina'e the Prelates kneel 
in prayer, then rise and stand in line inside 
the rail.'. 

Then there is a slight rustle of silks and 
clinking of jewelled orders as nearly tho 
whole Corps Diplomatique come in and take 
their place- underneath the Royal pnw — show- 
ing literally like a cluster of gold and jewels 
that eqinils even ihe appearance ol the 
Knights of the Garter. And now there is a 
long and solemn pause, during which even 
whispers are audible, and the rusile of ihe 
dresses comes with a noise as their fair wear- 
ers turn to survey the scene around. 

THE QL'EK.V. 

Suddenly there is just a perceptible move- 
ment— a triad of consciousness that some- 
thing has occurred, which tells at once that 
the Queen is either coming or has come, 
and all eyes aro quietly directed towards 
the quaint old pew in the wall. In another 
instant the Queen herself appears, accompa- 
nied by his Royal Highness ihe Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg und (iotha, the brother of Ihe 
late Prince, and, us we all know, ho like 
him e.s to matto the resemblance utmost 
startling as lie stands by the side of Her 
Majesty. The Qieon wears the simplest and 
plainest of widow's weeds — a widow's cap, a 
black silk dress with while collar and cuffs, 
and black gloves. The only colors which 
appear upon her are the ^ior of the Order of 
the Garter and" ils blue riband, narrowed tn 
(he width Her Majesty usually wears, across I 
her left shoulder. She looks well in health, ; 
tnii. thinner and older, '.villi the permanent : 
traces of grief and c.ire stamped on every I 
lineament of her features. 

ROVAL FAMILY. . | 

Ii is |2 o'clock', and the ni ise of cheering 
can be heard outside, and then a pause, broken I 
after u few minutes by the great rustle and 
peculiar hum which the great mass of visitors ! 
in the Nave make on rising. The first ol Ihe 
three processions is at hand, but no one moves j 
in the choir, till the glittering file is seen, 
headed by heralds and great officers of .State, 
corning rank al'ler rank in stately order, filing 
off to the riglu and left as they cuter the 
choir, till they reach ihe dais, which none but 
the most illustrious may ascend.

SttXO Weimar and the Prince of Leiningen, 
in his uniform us captain in ihe English navy, | 
head the line of Royal guesis, but it is on tho 1 
sister of the bride, the lovely Princess Dug-:

are centered, as with siaicl 



Bridegroom that approaches. All eyes are 
turned on the Prince ol Wales, who, in hif 
uniform ol General, tiut wearing over all the 
insignia and purple mantle of a Knight of 
the Garter, comes slowly np the Choir, partly 
accompanied, partly followed, by his brother- 
in-law, the Prince of Prussia, and his uncle, 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, similarly robed. 
The Wedding March is played as they move 
up with stalely ease, and the Qioen rises anil 
comes fully forward as the hunt pus is reached, 
and the three ascend and turn in line toward*- 
her, bowing deeply. 

Such un occasion is one in which few men 
appear lo advantage ; yet the Prince gains 
by passing through it. lie looked round upon 
Ihe splendid scene for a moment rjui< tly and 
easily ; and his every movement, his look, his 
very bearing, seemed in their vivid likeness 
to bis Royal father to impress and amaze all 
— even these wdio by their rank and elation 
might bo supposed to be the most familiar 
with his features. As the sound of cheering 
which was heard without, marked the coming 
of bis youthful bride, he kepi turning his 
head every moment, for from where he stood, 
in the centre of the altar, hecould see through 
the scrien and down the Nave beyond to 
where the crimson curtains would hide the 
marshalling of the Bride's procession.
